yesterday afternoon to take action on 
Mayor Kanan'a proposition to purchase 
or lease the fair grounds, to be used as a 
oity park, there were a cumber of inter- 
ested spectators present. The report of 
Ibe committee, recommending that the 
grounds be not sold bat leased to the 
oity for a period of 30 years, the county 
to regain possession in case an opportu- 
nity was presented to locate the state 
fair here permanently, came up for dis- 
cussion, and on motion of Supervisor 
Roberts outsiders were allowed to talk 
on the snbjecl. Supervisor Montgomery 
had the report referred back to insert 
consideration for the lease to the city, 
and the amounts were liied Bt 8100 per 
year for the first 10 years, $200 per HIT 
num for the second 10 years, and $250 
annually for the third 10 \9Bre. 


Supervisor Freeman offered a motion 


that the report of the committee be 
adopted Supervisor Montgomery offered 
an amendment that the matter be Jaid 
over until the organization of the new 
board, m order that the sentiment of the 
people could be ascertained. 


TEE DISCDSSIOV 


Supervisor May opened the discusuion 


in opposition to any delay in the matter. 
He thought each member ought to be 
ready to vote now in favor of the report. 
Mr Montgomery believed it best to take 
the matter to the people at the coming 
election, and if necessary they could vote
